Immigration on a carefully worked out 
plan is going forward in Canada. Represen­ 
tatives from all the Canadian provinces have 
recently gone to London to work there with 
the deputy minister of immigration and col­ 
onization in selecting the first thousand fam ­ 
ilies th at are to m igrate to Canada under the 
“assisted family settlem ent” agreement be­ 
tween the Dominion and the British govern­ 
ments. • 
Under this agreement Canada is to pro­ 
vide good farm land on easy term s of pay­ 
ment, the British government is to furnish 
funds up to $1,500 per family for equipment, 
and the Canadian government, through its 
representatives, is to approve the families 
sent out. 
This approval is given in the mother coun­ 
try before the -would-be imm igrants leave 
their native land. Only well qualified appli­ 
cants will be approved, but once accepted 
they will be assured suitable farm land to set­ 
tle upon 
and all the financial assistance 
needed at the beginning of their immigration 
venture. 

Many Americans 
are convinced th at the careful selection of im­ 
m igrants in Europe before they sail for our 
shores is quite as important in solving Uncle 
Sam’s immigration problem as numerical ex­ 
clusion.

Einstein, who sees nothing hum orous iii relu 
tivity nor in anything else, and to Trotzky and Ma 
hat ma Chandi, who have alm ost attained to the ^ in ­ 
state of im perturbable poise and understanding. 
There are many persons still alive who gig*!" 
with simple pleasure at the sight of a man chaste, 
his hat. 
But when they, or their children, or their 
grandc hildren, become fully civilized, tie ii react Inn 
on seeing a hat chaser dodging bicycle s anil taxicab 
will be to put them selves lu his place.

Selected Immigrants 


Immigration on a carefully worked out 
plan is going forward in Canada. Represen­ 
tatives from all the Canadian provinces have 
recently gone to London to work there with 
the deputy minister of immigration and col­ 
onization in selecting the first thousand fam­ 
ilies that are to migrate to Canada under the 
“assisted family settlement” agreement be­ 
tween the Dominion and the British govern­ 
ments.* 
Under this agreement Canada is to pro­ 
vide good farm land on easy terms of pay­ 
ment, the British government is to furnish 
funds up to $1,500 per family for equipment, 
and the Canadian government, through its 
representatives, is to approve the families 
sent out. 
This approval is given in the mother coun­ 
try before the would-be immigrants leave 
their native land. Only well qualified appli­ 
cants will be approved, but once accepted 
they will be assured suitable farm land to set­ 
tle upon and all the financial assistance 
needed at the beginning of their immigration 
venture. 
It is an attractive plan. Many Americans 
are convinced that the careful selection of im­ 
migrants in Europe before they sail for our 
shores is quite as important in solving Uncle 
Sam’s immigration problem as numerical ex­ 
clusion. Canada is already practicing what 
America so far has accepted in theory only.
